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MR. ANTWINE’S OPINION, 

says the people will 
have to decide the treaty fight in the next 
presidential campaign, the Senate having 

gotten as far with it as it can get with the pres- 

ent differences of opinion,’’ Mr. Antwine said. 

“I don’t think the people want to decide it. 
It would be impossible for them to do so with- 
out partisan bias, and it would moreover be con- 
fused with domestic issues until we would not 
know what we were doing. The industrial is- 
sue is going to enter largely into our next cam- 
paign. The peace treaty has nothing to do 
with what we should pay railroad men or coal 
miners. It has nothing to do with prohibition, 
an inevitable factor in our next campaign. 

“Senator Lodge has no hope of having his 15 
reservations ratified as such in a national cam- 
paign. He merely hopes te have them carried 
through by the accumulated grievances against 
the administration through eight years of rule. 
I think the Senate will take a saner view of the 
situation. It will, in my opinion, settle the 
treaty fight hurriedly when it convenes in De- 
cember. There is not a great deal of patience 
either at home or abroad with its inability to 
reach an agreement, and impatience will in- 
crease as time goes on. The national ‘lection 
will not be held for a year, and peace cannot 
wait that long. It has too many things de- 
pending upon, it. 

“Nevertheless, I think the peace treaty will 
be a factor in the next campaign. The people 
will wish to express in some way what they feel 
about the fight in the Senate and the attempt 
that has been made to make the treaty serve 
political ends. If they can get at that without 
too much confusion with domestic issues they 
will, I think, express disapproval of the attempt 
to interpret the treaty here when none of the 
other nations participating in the treaty has 
made any effort to open the subject. Imagine 
what a plight the world would be in if the same 
deadlock had occurred in every one of the 26 
allied nations! We would think the world had 
gone mad. The Senate has not failed to ratify 
the treaty because it dislikes the President. It 
has failed to do it because the Republican lead- 
ers thought ‘o make party capital out of It. 
The same rupture would have occurred had the 
President done everything the Senate wished. 
When the Republicans captured the Senate they 
said very plainly that they would confound the 
administration, and they did. We must recall 
that during the war they had no choice between 
standing with the administration and standing 
against it. That was a bitter dose for a party 
which regards the Government as its own oys- 
ter, and the moment it escaped from that irk- 
some duty it showed us how it felt. We shall 
see more of the same thing in the next session 
of Congress in ro wise related to the President's 
treatment of the Senate. The great political par- 
ties in this country play for high stakes, and 
they are sitting in the game every minute. It 
has been a long time since the Republican 
party won a pot, and now it has the deal it 
doesn’t intend losing any more.
